war against the American people and against the 
American ideals of justice and democracy and freedom. 

The government is bound to fail in this war just as 
it failed, has failed in the war against the Vietnamese 
people. 

Our movement is not very strong today. It is not 
united, it is not well organized. It is very confused and 
makes a lot of mistakes, but there is the beginning of an 
awakening in this country which has been going on for 
at least the Isst fifteen years, and it b an awakening that 
^ wiU not be denied. Tactics will change, prople will err, 
.-people will die in the streets and die in prison, but I do 
not believe that thb movement can be denied because 
however falsely applied the American ideal was from the 
beginning when it excluded black people, and Indbns 
and people without property, nonetheless there was a 
^^dream of justice and equality and freedom, and brother- 
^^Bhood. and I think that that dream u much closer to 
^^^lulfillmcnt today than it has been at any time in the 
history of this country.

Dr. Luther Wane McCaskili, a biaok 
doctor free Clairksdale, Mississippi wlli 
oo«e to trial for the second tine on 
January Ws, In the ^oahona bounty Circuit. 
Court. He has been In Parohnan Panlten« 
tary for the past year and a half. The 
charge Is nurder.by abortion. 

Ir Juiy. i96B. Dr. MoCaiklU was In- 
dicted on four counts of illegal abortion, 
and tried oK one of the Indlotnents 'for 
nurder by abortion. He was oonvleted and 
aertenoed fot Ufa inprlaonnent. The 
declnlon was reversed ana remstndea back 
to the Coahona County Circuit Court for 
a second trial by the Hlaslsslppl State 
Supreae Court last poveaber. In Its 
deolelon the State Srprema Court contend- 
ed the foliowlngt 

1) The Indletnent, trial, and con- 
viction of NoCaskili on the charge of 
nurder was unconstitutional, oontenclng 
that the statures which made death. by 
abortion rather than oar slaughter had 
boan amended by implication only. 

k) The oonv lotion of NeCaeklLl hstd 
been bised only on olrcumatantlal evi- 
denee must sxolude every reasonable 
hypothAsld eonelstent with appelant* s 
danee * that the state's evedence must . 

sxolude every reeeonabie hypothesis con- 
sistent with appslsnt*s innoosnos." 

3) The prosecution. In admitting 
ths introduotion of statements made by 
the deoeaeed lln a telephone oonversatlon 
with her mother had in effect presented 


evidence based on "hearsay” only, gver 
the ob lections of the defendant,

judicial conduct on the part of the i;i8-

anticipate that they will arise again 
on another trial. However, we do deem 
It proper to point out that although It 
la the duty of the district attorney to 
prosecute a case with diligence, he 
should guard against saying anything that 
woulc prejudice the mines of the jurorc 
and teno to cause them to aeoioe a aase 
on something other than the evlcence 
. . . It Is a part of his duty to see 
that the dererdart ah well as tne state 
receives a fair ard impartial trial."

dame to Clarksdale about eight years ago 
and has been practicing there since that 
time. For most, of that time, he has 
been the only black doctor In the county. 
He gave free medical aid to anyone who 
neeced it; he was a strong supporter of 
the civil rights movement In Mississippi 
and known for hlk' support of Clarksdala 
young black teenagers. Dr. Aaron Henry, 
state president of the Mississippi KAACP 
and long time oivll rights actlyist, 
feels that the district attorney's 
aggressiveness In pursuing the McCasklll 
case Is Indicative of the suotie vin- 
dictiveness of the white oommanlty 
toward milltaot blacks.

Last year the student government (not - 
a amall minority of militants, but' the 
elected student leaders) led several hun- 
dred Btuttents In protests against the 
school 'a racist polleles. The students 
held all-night ait-lna in the auditorium 
and the gym two nights In a row. There 
was no disorder ana no violence. On the 
second night President J.H. White called 
In the Highway Patrol, loaded alswst 200 
students onto buses and shipped them to 
Jackson like cattle. They weren't even 
allowed to pick up their toothbrushes. 

No trials, no due process. The students 
were expelled until they could prove 
their Innocence, and 16 leaders were sin- 
gled out and arrested on erronlous charges. 
Threatened with a law suit. White even- 
tually dropped charges and allowed then 
all to return. 

• This year It started happening all 
over again. The students, led by stud- 
ent body president Tyrone Qettls, pres- 
ented President White with a list of 
deoianda concerning both acadesklo and . 
non-academic affairs which would in ef- 
fect begin to bring NVSC up to the level 
of acadeBd.c quality and student' free- 
dom already existing on white campuses, 
president White appointed a faculty-ad- 
siinlstratlon committee which agreed to 
many of the demands. But. White vetoed 
bis own oonad.ttee. 

having exhausted all available chan* 
nels, over 90S of the students enrolled 
(over 2,000) began a boycott of classes. 
White then suspended Oettls and another 
stu^nt leader without a hearing and 
had them arrested for allegedly block- 
ing an entrance. The next day White 
fired two sympathetic faculty members, 
banned all gatherings and announced 
. tnat the school would close and re- 
open a week later with an Illegal 
selective admission. 

Meanwhile White conspired with white 
state officials and the Federal Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration. 

LEAA officials In Washington were con- 
sulted and an advisor flew to Hlssls- 
slppl ^om Atlanta. In a press con- 
ference the following week, student 
oody president Oettls said, "While the

the Blacks on stage and told them 
they could- stay and finish the show 
with them. The Blacks filed quietly off 
stage as g football player screamed 
"get 'em outta here, there's going to 
be a tee«f*n' riot." 

Campus security officers allowed 
the Blacks to file out, then a phalanx 
(t) of helmeted highway pigs armed 
with riot guns and sticks arrested 
every black they saw. A white student 
who attempted to speak to one of the 
blacks and was bested with billy clubs 
but managed to get away. ' Then the 
f MCA was raided and l8 more blacks were 
arrested for supposedly breaking some 
curfew (wnlte and Aslan students who 
were also In the building were not 
molested) 1 ti more Blacks were arrested 
at the Chancellor's home. The group 
was taken to the Lafayette County Jail 
■and the overflow was taken to the 
State Concentration Camp at Parchman. 

They were freed l ate Thursday. 

. Student Judicial kouncll hearings 
against the blacks began Tuesday, March 
.3 In what proves to be a typical case 
of Mississippi "blind Justice" 

(complete with photographs with circles 
and arrows— no shit) the Council 
members don't know their ass from a 
hole in th e ground. 

Shortly before the hearings 
began a .group of about 20 whites attempted 
to enter the hearing room to attend the 
"fair and open hearing" as Chancellor 
"Peter Leo the Puppet" Fortune chooses 
to call this mockery of justice. The 
students were told byChalrman Carson 
Hughes that the hearings would be 
closed "to protect the students" 

(He didn't say which students). After 
a heated confrontation the students 
were removed and waited outside In the 
Hall with about 50 Blacks for the 
hearing and to begin. Defense attorneys 
asked for an open hearing, which the 
counsll refused . Several whites 
attempted to enter the room again and 
were forcefully removed by guards. 
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campus-big daddy of the myriad of 
"llttle-plggles'' running around campus- 

testified that he was in his office 
Wednesday night and Wimpy Winter- 
star Ole Miss footballer- came into 
his office cryin^c and said there was 
a disturbance In Fulton Chapel. 
Pumperdiek , them called a Nr. 
Strlnger-the head highwayman in the area 
to call In the goons to round up the 
niggers. When asked what probable cause 
he had to order the arrests he said 
he didn't know. He said the campus had 
been quiet all day and he didn't really 
know what happened In Fulton Chapel; 
all he knew was that they were arrested. 
Concerning the Gestapo tactics used In 
obtaining the statements from students 
the pig said that concerned students 
came to his office on their own to make 
statements- they were not called In. 

A white coed then testified that she was 
called and told to come to the police 
station and that Loaky Moaky was there 
and Instructed tbe students about the 
statements. The council said that since 
she was sympa thetic to the blac ks she 
must be opinionated and they wouldn^t 
accept her testlisony. The council then 
declarea that the rest of the defense 
witnesses were Irrevelant (as opposed 
to tne relevancy of a question by 
tne council of how much money a certain 
black received as an advanced ROTC 
caoet) and they refused to allow the 
witnesses to even appear. * . 

Chairman Hughes then stated that, 
accoroltig to the proceedings of his 
Juulclal Council, a student is cfiarged 
with an offense and then he must defend 
himself against the charges. If he 
cannot prove his Innocence, then he la 
consloereo guilty. The burden of proof 
is on the accused not the accusori 
in ntner woras, guilty until proven 
innocent. The Blacks however are 
taxing tne Plftn Amendment and refusing 
to aumit tney aid things they did not 
uo, us tne council has asked them to do

Attorneys for the blacks con- 
tended that first of all the blacks 
cannot get a fair hearing from such 
a gang of racists and that there are 
BO many technicalities (closed 
hearings, no off leal records, Incorrect 
burden of proof, ect.) that the whole 
proceeding Is a circus. 

The whole affair seems very similar 
to the Chicago trial. The University Is 
clearly trying to railroad these 
students . During the hearings a 
group of blacks and whites gathered 
outside In protest. The Chairman repeatly 
asked the group to be quiet but was only 
shouted down. At one point he asked 
attorney John Brittain to tell the rroup 
to be quiet and he replied that If they 
were allowed to come Into the room to 
observe |the hearing, as they have a 
right to do, they would be quiet, but as 
the situation was he had no control

Jackson, Mississippi, advised on April 27, 19687' approxi- 
mately 2:30 P. M,, a group of fourteen cars in convoy 
departed Mlllsaps College, Jackson, Mississippi, with a 
police escort to Initiate a protest demonstration against 
the war in Viet Nam. This group proceeded to the downtown 
area of Jackson and traveled a distance of approximately 
three miles. They left their vehicles in the vicinity of the 
Mississippi State Fairgrounds where the Mississippi Arts 
Festival was in progress. 


Forty demonstrators who had occupied these 
vehicles proceeded to picket in front of the Navy and 
Marine Reserve Center located just outside of the 
fairgrounds. The picketing began at 3:00 P. M., and 
the demonstrators carried signs which had been removed 
from their vehicles.

On Kovsmber 1, 1966, ft first source advised that 
the Southern Student Organizing Committee (SSOC) with 
headquarters at 1703 Portland Avenue, Nashville, Tennessee, 
was formed on the vreehend of April 3-5,^1966, to stimulate 
activity of Southern student groups in areas of civil rights, 
peace, academic freedom, civil liberties, capital punishment 
and unemployment. Originally, it V7as to be a white counterpart 
of the Student Nonviolent Coordinating Committee (SNCC) . It 
has agreed to v.>ork with similar interested groups such as SNCC aii 
Students for a Democratic Society (SDS) and Southern Con- 
ference Educaticna? Fund, Inc. (SCEF) . SSOC is a fraternal 
affiliate of SDS. 

Beginning in the fall of 1966, SSOC became a 
membership organization and embarked on a campaign to form 
local chapters on various college campuses throughout the 
South, SSOC publishes, October through Hay each year, a 
publication, "New South Student," which according to the 
above source has increasingly espoused and defended the pro- 
Communist ftnd.anti.-United States position on domestic and 
foreign policy.

STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 


The Students for a Democratic Society (SDS), as it Is 
known today, came into being at a founding convention held at 
Port Huron, Hichigan, in June, 1962. The SDS is an association 
of young people on the left and has a current program of 
protesting the draft, promoting a campaign for youth to develop 
a conscientious objector status, denouncing United States 
intervention in the war in Vietnam and to "radically transfona" 
the university community, and provide for its complete control 
by students. Gus llnll, General Secretary, Communist Party, 

USA, when interviewed by a representative of United Press 
International in San Francisco, California, on May 14, 1965, 
described the SDS as a part of the "responsible left" which 
the Party has "going for us". At the June, 1965, SDS National 
Convention, an anticommunist proviso was removed from the SDS 
constitution. In the October 7, 1966, issue of "New Left 
Notes", the official publication of SDS, an SDS spokesman 
stated that there are some communists in SDS and they are 
welcome. The national headquarters of this organization as 
of April 18, 1967, was located in Room 206, 1608 West Madison 
Street, Chicago, Illinois.

The Southern Conference for Human Welfare (SCH?0 
was cited as a Communist front by the House Committee on 
Un>American Activities, House Report 592, June 12, 1947. 

In the same house report, **The Southern Patriot" was cited 
as an "organ" of the SCHW. 

An amendment to the charter of the SCHIv^ dated 
April 26, 1946, changed its name to the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund, Incorporated (SCEF) and stated its purpose 
to be to Improve the educational and cultural standards of 
the Southern people in accordance with the highest 
American democratic institutions, traditions and Ideals. 

The masthead of the April, 1967, issue of 
"The Southern Patriot" indicates that it is the publication 
of SCEF, editorial and business offices of which arc 
located at 3210 West Broadway, Louisville, Kentucky, 

Eastern Office of which is located at Suite 412, 799 
Broadway, New York City, New York. "The Southern Patriot" 
is published once each month, except July. SCEF is stated 
to be dedicated to ending discrimination based on race, 
creed, color, sex, national origin or economic condition.

The SCEF is self-described as having deep roots 
in the South vhere it began as the educational v;ing of the 
SCW-7, organized in 1938 to work for econciuic and political 
reform. When the SCHW disbanded in the late 1949' s, SCEF 
continued as an Independent organization, rallying support 
for integration and democracy and helping to stimulate 
and nurture nev; movements of the early 1960' s. The SCEF 
maintained headquarters in Louisiana for twenty years, but 
in 1966 moved its headquarters to Louisville, Kentucky. 

A source advised on March 2, 1961, that Claude 
Light foot, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on Febi-uary 25, 
1961, that the Coumunist Party is not connected with any 
progressive movement but indirectly they do have some in- 
fluence in the SCEF . 

A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, advised 
on June 3, 1966, that during the time that the SCffi7 was in 
existence, members of the Communist Party were members of 
and worked actively in the SCIH-J; however, since the formation 
of the SCEF, Communist Party members have not been encouraged 
to work in the SCEF. The source stated that the SCEF is 
a progressive, liberal organization, vdiich he considers a 
Communist Party front organization because it has gone along 
with the ConTOunist Party on certain issues, particularly

A through review of New Left leadership and 
organizations reflects that the only known presently 
organized New Left activity In the Mississippi area Is 
the Southern Student Organized Committee (SSOC) which 
consists of eight members and was organized In February,

organization Is In Its Infant stages and has not had a 
wide spread Influence In Mississippi.
